After  some  veiy  deep  thought  and  a discussion  with  some  folks,  here  are  a list  of 
considerations  as  we  build  the  OPERATIONS  Viewer  for  6, 8, 9. (that  I just  saw  is 
already  being  deployed) 


1 . Security  - Proposal  is  to  secure  this  viewer. 

a.  Security  Options  - Secured  using  OSC.net  authentication  model  - We  will 
need  one  osc.net  site  to  load  it  to.  Or  each  region  can  load  the  same  one  to  their 
osc.net  site. 

b.  Role  and  Service  EPA  Security  authentication.  - Outside  of  OSC.net  you 
can  log  in  using  a user  specific  username  and  password  - we  can  restrict  which 
services  user  can  see  as  needed  or  wanted.  Splash  screen. 

c.  Combination  of  both  so  field  ops  doesn’t  always  have  to  go  to  the  osc.net 
they  can  bookmark  it  on  their  phone  or  Ipad  as  an  app. 

2.  Server  - What  regional  web  server  do  you  want  his  on  - Keep  it  on  R8  now 
that  it  is  being  distributed? 

3.  Services  - Each  region  will  be  in  control  of  their  services  published  from 
their  cloud  space 

4.  QA  and  Deploy  Process 

a.  Will  each  of  you  be  responsible  for  the  QA  of  your  data  services  as  they  get 
fed  into  the  viewer 

b.  We  will  stand  up  a QA  version  like  the  public  version  for  approvals.
